believe, was nover sttmnod wiihin the snme
time by any institution of the same class in auy
part of the world., Iis adverse experiences
have invariably found it so well prepared that
even these have been powerless 1o anifeet the
general resuly, It bas pone on, from year to
Year, extending its influence and inereancing
ita strength; and those who have watched iee
development from infancy to mafuriiy—the
wealthy and influential townsmen under who-e
anspioes it was lounded, aud still more emphnti-
cally, ite able Actuary and Manager, Mr. Perey

M. Dove, who is the miinepring of all its ma-
chinery, and whose judicious prodence regn-
lates and controls, in every department, the
meantie  business wlich  hizs  indefatienble

enorgy mainly conteibnted to ercate —may well
be proud of u state of things which 1s 20 satis-
factory in {*self, and which bears sach decisiye
testimony to the wisdom of their policy 1n the
past, while its full of encouragement for the
future,

We always leok with great Interest to the pro-
gress of the Lite Department, becnnse we wee in
il the most conelusive test of publie confidence,
Fite Policles—which ure renewable at the end
of everv year, and, in many instances, at even
shorter intervals—are otten ellected, even by
people who call themselves cautious, in offices
whose oharscler and resources have not beep
made the subject of mueh consideration or in-
quiry. The duration of the risk is 8o short, and
it 18 80 casy to efect a teansler il anything
should occur to exeite diseatisinotion or distrust,
that we are upt to lorego the trouble of antece-
sent investigation, under the impression that
the consequences of n mistuke—if a mistake
should bappen to be commitied—oeould scurcely
be very sertous.  Bura Live Policy, when once
effected, cannot be eancelled without consider-
able loss. 1t the oflice should fail, all the pre-
miums which have been paid arve, of course,
niterly swept away. If, without actual failure,
its apparent position shonld be so altered as o
mepire doubt, and to make it desirable to with-
draw, the party pssured is virtoally at the merey
ol the mansgers, and must accept, for the sur-
render of his pohiey, whatever they think fit to
give him, n the meantime clreumslances
may have occuarred to render it all but im-
pogaible to substitute another io Its stead. The
increased premium, which he would pave to
pay upon # new policy, in consequenes of his
incressed are, may be very much beyond hie
menns, or his health may nave broken down,
and he may thus bave become uninsurabie upon
uny terms whatever, It is fair, therefore, to
assume that no man of common sense sets about
insuring his life without realizing the fact that
he is enlering into an engagement which is to
last during higlitetime, and upon the faithiul ful-
filment of which, siver has death, the pecuniary
resources—perhaps even the wmedn? of 2ubsist
ence—ol those who are nearcst and dearest to
him, must depend. With this fact belore him,
he will naturally look for an office whose founda-
tions arve firmly established —whose mnnsge-
ment is systematically hibernl— whose Directors
are men of business as well as men of honor—
whose ample accumulated funds, securely in.
vested, and, at the same time, steadily increns-
ing, are muanitestly more than safficient
for the full satsraction ot every possible ¢luim,
under any conceivable contingency. Upon
all these points the Royal challenges, and has
always challenged, the severest serutiny; and
the verdiet of the public bas beon proncunced
in amenner not to be mistaken, In the year
1845, which was the first year ol the Company's
existence, the som insared npon life policies was
£23,249. In the year 1850, five yeurs alterwards,
new policies were assured for £95.650. In the
year 18565, the amount was £206,5614, In the year
1860, it wes £449,202. In the iust your, 1865, it
reached the astounding sum of #886,663: and, in
the six months which have alieady elapsed ot
the year 1866, proposals have heen aceepted to
the amount, *“‘alter dedocting all gunrantees
thrown off,” of £400,124. We do not thiok,
therefore, that we are at all {oo sangaioe in
santicipating that the ravo of incrense, in the
next quinquennial period, will be quite as re-
markacie as that wnich has bitherto been
maintained.

There would be small satisfaction, however,
in recording these large sugmentations of the
transactions and responsibliities of the Com-
pany, if there were the slizghtest reason 1o ap-
prehiend that the inereased business was due, in
any degree, to laxity or lack of vigllance upon
the part of those who are intrustod with the
conduct of its affairs, It Is casy to multiply
policies, if you will take any ricks that are
offered, and will refeain from inguiring too
¢losely whether they are likely to prove remu-
perative or to result in serious logs, But the
pructice of the Royul has umformly been to
place safety before everything, and to steer
clearol all doubtful or exceptionally hazardous
engagements, 4o Jar as this could bhe sccom-
plished by the most incessant walebhtulness and
the most conscientious care, We have already
stuted that the amount assured, in the vear
1865, was £886,663, bat, In the same year, the
Directors dechned proposals for g further sum ot
£180,947, because, upon inves tion, the lives
tendered tor assurance were not found to be satis-
tsotory. This single fact aks volumes, 1t
shows that the inguiries which precede the
issue of a policy are of the strictest kind;
gnd that, where those ingquiries disclose
cause for distrost, no temptation to inerease
business iangermiu;ed to prevail, but the pro-
posal is unhesitatingly rejected. One conse-
quence of thisis, that the rate of mortality,
among lives assured in the Royal, is more
favorable than that experienced in other tivst-
cines offices would have warrsoted the Direc-
tors in anticipating, and more favorable, also,
than they h themselves deemed 1t proper lo
provide tor, at the time of the establishment ot
the Company. Another consequence is, the
wondermully rapid aceu nulation of the funds of
the Life Deparimeut. At the close of the year
1864 these funds amounted wo £607,806, In the
vear 18656 an addition was made to them of
£100,146; and as the rate of addition, judging
from &ll pust experience, I8 much more Hgely
1o increase than to diminish, there can be no
reasonable doubt thut the opmion expressed by
tLe Actuary. In his last Quinquennial Report,
will be more thau reahized, and that the accu-
wulutions or 1876 will exveed those of 1866 by ut
least a million uu-rllnf. With such « guarantee
fuud, every pohey-holder must feel himself ab-
golutely secure; and when we couple with this
gecurl'y the prospect of unususlly laree and
liberal Bonuses—such a3 the Rovar has hitherto
declaced, and will certainly be able to maintam,
if not evenlually to increase—we do not thiunk
it would be easy to point to any office possessing
equal attruclions,

In the Fire Department the results of the
transactions of the past year ware not luvorable,
There was, Indeed, » lurge nocesson of new
business; and the oﬂh:ml returng of the amount
of duty paid to the Government exhibit, as we
lenrn trom the report, by far the largest ip.
crense which the Cowpany bis ever, in its most
prospelous Hwes, experienced.”

18 An enormous proportion: but it is due en-
tirely to the unususlly large number of disas-
trous and destructive fhes which ocourred
during the yeur at home as well as abroad, The
Royal has undertaken no exiravagaat liability;
ior it hag so protected itsell by “‘guarantees”
that the largest amount of loss on any one
siriotly individunl risk has been only a lifuls
more than £6000. This fact ean scarcely fall
to convince the shareholders and the public
that the Inrectors have been porsuing s cone
sistently cmutious course; and that thelr
fotlere to gecure o favorable result, or to re-
alize the profite which had been earned in
previous years, must be atiributed to a con-
currence ol adverse cireumstances which no
human sagneity could either foresee or con-
frol,  Many of the lesdiog companies en-
angnd in the business of Fire Inaurance—
instend of having oven a small balance on
the right side of the account—have sostained
nctunl lose: and If the Royal haes been oatled
upon to pay away 77 per cont, of its premiums,
it bes, at least, the consolation of knowing
that thie i less by 10 per ¢ent. than the aver.
age of logs wsustmiped by sowe other lacge
ssnblishments, ns admtted, not long ago, by
very birh suthority. To have passed, so much
more tavorably than its competitors, throush
an oraenl of almost unprecedenied severity, s
in iteell matter for congratulation: but the
eharcholders in the Royal have another rea
son for applanding the policy of firbearance
und self-denial which the Directors have always
recommended and enforced., It Is quite clear
that out of the profits of the past yeur only a
very small dividend conld have been declared:
and if the Company, in prosperous times, had,
divided all its earnings, the present sharcoolders

must have gone, for this year at least, with
very little return.  But the Dircetors and
Mpnager hoave always urged that un-

interupted prosperity was a thing not to be
expected—that oceasional seasons of wdversity
must be regarded as jmevitable—and that it
would, thererore, be wise and prudent, when
protits were large, to lay aside something sub-
stanual by wey of provision for a possible
rainy day. To do the proprietors justice, they
have always histened to this judiclous advice,
#nd have acted upoa it without hesitation. The
result s, that the Directors found themselves,
yesterday, in & position to declare the usual
dividend out of the undivided profits of the
Fire Department, which are more than suifli-
clent for the purpose by upwards of £62,000,
The Reserve Fund, which approaches £117,000,
remuing absolutely intact; 20 that the company,
as the result of past prudence, can show an
available reserve of £180,000, without having
been oblized, in n perlod of difficalty and disns-
ter, 10 withhold anyihing from those wiho have
invested their capilal in its shares.— Liverpool

Cheer afler cheer rent the alr and shook
the Hall, and such cheers, for loud and hearty
enrpestness, wers never heard bf‘ilﬂ'.'l‘. exeepl on
the field ol buttle,

GGenerals Cox, Batler, and Banks, and the
ladies of Pittahurg, were the principal recipionts
of this grand outhbarst,

When General Butler entered the hall he
received a perfeet ovation, witeh lasied till he
had bowed acknowledgments from the piat-
jorm; und the procvedings were also inter-
rupted by the singing ot **0ld Hundred” by
uwrge choir of lndies,  Durine all this uproar
aud confusion, “Old Abe,” the stately easzle
which foliowed the tortunes of the Rth Wisenn-
sin Volunteers doring the war, stood perched
upon the platform, flappmg his wings, and re-
gurding the proceedings with evideot satls-
faction.
